r.ight at llle most notable dinner given 
at the White House in a generation. 
Imring the day he was presented to 
Vice President Marshall at the capital. 
lunched with Ambassador Jusserand 
j.i the French embassy, and received

Meanwhile

Bridges and other British army of- 
rtcers called on Secretary Baker.

The conferences so far, with the 


enthusiasm that the people of the cap- 
itla have shown and the courtesies and 
,-ordialities extended by the officials, 
have taken the British commission 
completely by surprise.

after three-quarters of an hour's con- 
versation with President Wilson, re- 


onthusiastlcally that Ms trip 


had been justified by that meeting 
alone. 


All during the day members of the 


commission exclaimed over the warmth 
of the welcome, especially on their ar- 
rival yesterday. As if to make it more 
perfect, Washington, just at th'-s time 
Is blossoming into the full,richness of 
Its spring dress. 


"While no formal negotiations were 


uitered into today, the 
preliminary 


•onferences on all hands were stated 
jot to have been wholly perfunctory 
t>ut rather to have laid an excellent 
basis of understanding for the de- 
•ailed conferences to follow. 
Pres- 


Jent Wilson and Mr. Balfour are 
mown, to have touched on the broad 
ohases of the situation in such a way 
is to give each an insight into the 
ather's personality and viewpoint and 
to have established an atmosphere of 
ronfidence and concord between them. 


The official prediction was made 


:hat no formal conferences would be 
"begun until the arrival of the French 
commissioners, expected now in the 
next few days. The ground work will 
he laid as rapidly as possible so that 
the moment the Freeh arrive the ne- 
gotiations may begin in earnest. Th? 
British visitors held an organization 
meeting at the embassy today and Mr. 
Halfour plans to spend tomorrow 
morning mapping out the division of 
work and arranging for the proper 
Firitiah and American officials to meet 
for the tasks before them.

IN THEIR WAR POLICY 


REPUBLICANS AND PROGRESSIVES 


HAKE RECOMMENDATIONS 


New York, April 23. — Prominent 


Progressives and 
Republican party 


leaders issued a statement here last 
night pledging support of the adminis- 
tration'!, war plan and urging the adop- 
tion of measures which, they said, they 
believe to be "Immediately necessary." 


"To carry forward the war plans of 


our government with full success," the 
statement says In part, "we believe 
that the following measures are Im- 
mediately necessary. 


"Universal service to secure equality 


of sacrifice in the national defense. 


"Universal industrial service of both 


men and property in support of the 
nation. 


•'t\n official guarantee that the gov- 


ernment will buy at stated prices al! 
agricultural products offered, so as to 
encourage the largest possible produc- 
tion on our farms. 


"Government control of the price of 


the, necessities of life, including rent, 
food and fuel, to stop undue increase 
of the cost of living. 


"Federal and state guarantee to the 


wage earners of America that their 
rights shall not be lost, so that the 
sacrifices that are required of them In 
common with all other citizens during 
the war shall not continue after peace 
is restored. 


"Government control to develop the 


efficiency of law-abiding enterprises, 
thus preserving the foundation of our 
commercial prosperity. 
~" 


"A graduated income tax, by which 


an increasing part of the larger in- 
comes shall be conscripted for public 
purposes, so that wealth may bear its 
fair share in the general sacrifice. 


"A limit upon profits on American 


and allied government orders and a 
super tax on excess profits due to war 
conditions. To lend 
our allies $3,- 


000,000,000 and then exact the returns 
of much of it in extortionate profits 
would be indefensible. 


"Conservation of grain so far as pos- 


sible for food purposes. 


"The payment of as much of the 


cost of the war as can be met out of 
current revenues. 


"National and state legislation grant- 


ing women equal political rights with 
men, 
thus completing the establish- 


ment of democracy. 


"The retention and control or all 


natural resources 
now held by the 


government so that the foundation of 
Industrial strength may not be i». 
paired. 


"The workers 
of our country will 


make heavy sacrifices during the war. 
With peace will come industrial read- 
justment. 
A government commission 


should be organized now to prepare 
for the distribution 
of 
unemployed 


labor after the war and for govern- 
ment use of surplus labor. 


"From common devotion to service 


to perpetuate and advance democracy 
there should be assurance of common 
benefit, so that out of the sacrifices of 
war America 
may 
achieve broader 


Democracy in government, more equit- 
able distribution of wealth, and greater 
national efficiency in raising the level 
of the general welfare."

MORE BURDENS FOR NEUTRALS 


Sweden Will Care For Interests of 


United States in CoiiMautinoplc. 
Amsterdam, Holland, via England, 


April 23.—A Constantinople telegram 
sent via Berlin states that owing to the 
severance of diplomatic relations be- 
tween Turkey and the United States 
which heretofore has protected enemy 
nationals, Holland has assumed protec- 
tion of Russian. British and French in- 
terests, while Spain will look after 
Italian, Rumanian, Montenegrin and 
Sweden will protect American and Ser- 
bian nationals.

United States had reached the state 
department lite tonight and officials 
attributed the delay to poor cable and 
telegraph communication from Con- 
stantinople.

ernment will arrange for the safe re-

BRITISH AIRSHIP LOST 


German Official Statement. 


Berlin. Germany, via London, Eng- 


land, April 23. — The new British of- 
fensive on the Arras front was repuls- 
ed today with heavy casualties to the

Believed To Have Been Lost in Chan- 


nel AVlth Entire Crew. 


London, England, April 23. — A 


British airship on patrol duty is be- 
lieved to have been lost with all its 
crew. 
An official statement issued to- 


night says: 


"One of His Majesty's airships left 


on patrol from an east coast air sta- 
tion Saturday morning and has not re- 
tur<icd. Reports received state that an 
airship was seen to descend in flames 
in the Straits of Dover about noon the 
same day. An airplane or seaplane 
was seen in the vicinity shortly be- 
fore the occurrence and it is belicvci 
that the missing British airship has 
been destroyed by hostile aircraft. 


"Tue position given is a. considerable 


distance from the area in which the 
airship should have been working. It 
is probable that'her engine power had 
failed and that she drifted a long dis- 
tance with 
the wind. An extensive 


search has been made where the air- 
ship fell, and no trace of the crew nor 
any portion of the ship was found. 
It 


must be assumed that all the crew 
were lost." 


SELECTIVE DRAFT THE 


BONE OF CONTENTION 


CONGRESS AGREED ON RAISING 


URGE WAR ARMY 


Washington, D. C., April 23.—"With 


both houses of congress debating the 
war army bill today, it became more 
than ever apparent that there is no 
fight over whether a great army shall 
be raised, the only question being what 
strength can be mustered by oppo- 
nents of the administration's selective 
draft plan. 


In the senate, passage of the general 


staff bill virtually without change is 
regarded as certain; on the house side 
the President's supporters also are 
confident of success though the con- 
test there will be bitter. Discussions 
in the senate may continue until Sat- 
urday, but the house, under a tenta- 
tive agreement for 18 hours of general 
df-bate. probably will be ready to vote 
by Thursday. 


Most of the speeches In the house 


were in favor of the administration 
plan, after Representative Dent, chair- 
man of the military committee had 
made an opening statement, earnestly 
supporting the bill as amended by his 
committen to authorize calls for vol- 
unteers with provision for applying 
the draft only if the volunteer system 
fails. „ Representative Kahn of Cali- 
fornia, ranking Republican of 
the 


committee, appeared in the 
unique 


position of spokesman for the Presi- 
dent and leader of the administration 
forces. 


Representative;] McKenzie, Illinois; 


Crago, Pennsylvania; OIney, Massa- 
chusetts; Lunn, New York; Greene,

Armies in France, via London, April 
23.—The battle of Arras, which had 
been smoldering a week past, burst 
into naming fury again today and is 
still raging tonight, with some of the 
heaviest of the fighting of the war in 
progress. 


The sky is alight for miles with the 


flashes of guns, with star shells that 
spread a moonlight paleness over the 
battlefield 
and 
with 
vari-colored 


rockets which flash signals to the op- 
posing artillery. 
The cold east wind 


carries the echoes of the reverberating 
cannonade far back 
of the British 


lines. The fighting today centered on 
an eight-mile front, from south of 
Vimy ridge to a point well below 
Croiselles. At the north end of the 
attack the British swept over the Ger- 
man fixed positions running almost due 
south from Lens and captured long 
sections of German positions in front 
of the Hindenburg line and a great 
number of prisoners. 


More than 
1,200 
prisoners were 


counted in this sector late today, and 
others were still 
coming in. The 


largest number of prisoners was from 
the One Hundred and Forty-first Pom- 
eranians, who surrendered in hundreds 
after very brief resistance. A battery 
of field guns was also taken. 


Between Gavrelle and Croiselles the 


heaviest fighting occurrad along both 
banks 
of the 
Scarpe 
and around 


Monchy-le-Preux, there 
the British 


Easter advance had projected a sharp 
salient into the German lines. Monchy 
was taken in the first phase of the 
Arras battle after three days fighting 
and has been held against desperate 
counter assaults. 


The Germans always 
managed to 


cling to the slopes on either side of 
the hill on which Monchy-le-Preux is 
perched, this being the highest point 
east of Arras and Vimy overlooking 
the great, broad eastern plain of north- 
ern France. The Germans today were 
undoubtedly throwing their full force 
into their resistance along the Scarpe. 
They had brought up strong reserves 
to oppose'a further. British advance 
and .had thrown in scores of new bat- 
teries of artillery. 


The fighting about Guernappe, due 


south of Monchy, was extremely bit- 
ter. 
The 
attacking 
British 
waves 


"went over" hi the light half gray of 
dawn. It was still dark enough to 
make a fiery spectacle of the barrage 
which crept ahead of them—a verit- 
able war of exploding shells. Men who 
have been over several times under the 
protection of a barrage are apt to grow 
a bit over-confident in following the 
shells and occasionally get hit by bits 
flying back, although virtually every 
shell clearing the way burst forward 
with a great spray of shrapnel bullets. 
A modern barrage is a terrifying thing 
to face, and the Germans involuntarily 
break before It, many of them seeking 
any dugouts available. 


Today, in many parts of the battle 


front there were no more dugouts to 
serve as shelters, and the Germans 
had to stand and fight, with the result 
that their casualties were higher and 
the prisoners fewer in those sections of 
the line. 


The British advanced in nearly every 


instance from 
mere half 
trenches, 


where they had been lying for the past 
week awaiting the bringing up of ar- 
tillery and the order to advance. 
The 


Germans opposite them had been dig- 
ging at every possible opportunity bat 
they too, were 
unable to construct 


more thin sections of an unconnected 
trench with machinu guns concealed in 
every possible nook and corner. 
In 


the villages which skirted the battle 
front it seemed as if every building 
contained machine gun crews. 


The artillery preparation for today's 


attack did not cover the ground and 
did not equal in intensity that of Eas- 
ter Monday, when the first battles of 
Arras had been launched. There had 
been a bombardment for two days, but 
nothing ilka the mass of fire ..hlc-h 
was concentrated to blow the Germans 
out of their old positions opposite the 
Cathedral city. 


Associated Frew War Snmmarr. 
Again tho BiltifV. hs.va begun a 


period of intensive fighting from the 
region of Lens southward to the Hav- 
rincourt wood and, according to the 
London war office, have been success- 
ful at various points In capturing Im- 
portant German positions. 
In addi- 


tion, more than 1,200 Germans were 
made prisoners in tho first day's fight- 
ing in the new offensive. 


Both north and south of the Scarpe 


river this British have materially ad- 
vanced at several points toward Dou- 
al. North of the river the villas* of 
Gavrelle and position* 2H miles long 
south of the village were captured, 
whll* aouth of th» stream they took 
the line of the Germans on a. wide

POISON GAS BEETLES. 


Fum» With Which Bombardier* Keep 


Their Enemies at Bay. 


Most people think that the use of 


poison gas In warfare Is a purely 
human, or perhaps one should say In- 
human, idea. Yet the plan has been 
adopted by nature. Certain kinds of 
beetles known as bombardiers and 
called by scientists Brachimis make 
free use of poisonona iumea to keep 
their enemies at bay. 


A typical species kno-sm as Brachi- 


mis crepitans is largely attacked by 
certain ground beetles. These ground 
beetles are very active and can easily 
overtake the bombardiers. Just as they 
get within reach, however, a very 
strange thing happens. The bombar- 
dier has the power of ejecting a pecul- 
iar liquid, which, when it comes into 
contact with the atmosphere, bursts 
into a sort of pale green fiame. This is 
Immediately followed by & kind of 
smoke. 


Now, this smoke has a remarkable 


effect upon the pursuer. No sooner do 
the fumes come Into contact frith the 
ground beetle than the creature is 
blinded and stupefied,* A strange pa- 
ralysis overtakes the insect, and it 
seems unable to move any farther. 
Quite a -while elapses before the ground 
beetle recovers. In the meantime the 
bombardier makes good his escape.— 
American Boy.

GREEKS AND SALAD PLANTS 


PetMirlmept of Agriculture TeD* Bow 


Wild V«*«Uhl« Growth Out B« Vaed 
To Ixmer tlie HJgh Cost of Living. 
Washington, D. C.. April 23.—Many 


of the wild plants that accompany the 
*4v*nt of cprlng can be used advan- 
tageously In 
the household. Befcr* 


modern method* of marketing, storing, 
and preserving: znad« it possible to hav« 
\egetable» throughout the year, these 
plants were eagerly /sought "or 
by 


housekeeper* to furnish relief from the 
monotonous winter fare. Even now 
they will form a welcome change, and, 
above all, they may be had for the 
trouble of picking, as substitutes for 
purchased green*. 


Foremoit amour the** plants is the 


dandelion, its use us a vegetable is so 
common that It 1» sold in many mar- 
ket*. Occasionally it is cultivated by 
market gardeners, but much more fre- 
quently the plants sold are wild ones 
and cost less than culti\ated greens. 
When some one In the family can dig 
them near home, there can be no 
doubt a* to the economy of using them. 
If they are taken from the lawn, there 
Is the further advantage of removing a 
troublesome weed—providing: always 
that the digging is carefully done. Only 
the dandelion should be pulled, not the 
gra»» around it, and the root should 
be remo\ed, not broken oft at the top, 
else several crowns of leaves may grow 
in tne place of one. As In most stem 
and leaf vegetables, the texture and 
flavor are both best \\hen the plant: 
are young. 


The most common way 
of 
using 


dandelions is an a potherb or greens. 
Ai« »vith most green vegetables, it is a 
mistake to cook them more than Is 
needed to make them tender. If they 
are boiled with one-eighth teaspoonful 
(level) of cooking soda to each quart 
of greens used, they will keep their 
color better. Young dandelions may 
also be used uncooked as salad, a cus- 
tom less common in this country than 
In Europe, where the tender plants 
are sometime? blanched like aspara- 
gus. If more dandelions are available 
than can be used, while they are fresh, 
they may be preserved for future use. 
They may b« canned by the method 
used by the canning clubs for spinach, 
or they may be "put down" in salt ac- 
cording to a household method. In 
many homes It 1* a t,uunnon practice 
to preserve dandelion greens with salt 
in stone crocks, putting; in first a layer 
of greens, then a layer of salt, then 
more greens, and so on, until the crock 
is filled. The dandelions are then cov- 
ered with a close-fltting plate or board, 
on which a weight <a clean piece of 
marble or a stone) is placed to keep 
the greens packed solid. 


Other wild plants used as potherbs 


are curly dock, pigweed 
or 
lamb's 


quarters, mustard shoota, purple milk- 
wood 
shoots, 
young 
horse-radish 


leaves, marsh marigold 
(sometimes 


called 
American 
cowslip), 
poke 


sprouts, pepper 
cress, 
purslane; or 


"pusley." If the bitter or acid flavor 
Is too strong, as is frequently the case 
with horse-radish 
leaves or poke 


sprouts, it may be lessened by chang- 
ing the water once or twice during 
cooking. KIghtly cooked, all of the 
plants mentioned are harmless. 


A little later In the season a few 


other potherbs appear which, though 
cultivated rather than wild, are so sel- 
dom utilized that to use them means 
as much saline as if no care had been 
tpent to raise them. Among thuso are 
the tops of turnips, radishes, beets and 
onions, all of which may be cooked like 
spinach or dandelion. The onion tops 
should be cut up Into Inch lengths be- 
fore 
cooking. They are 
excellent 


served on toast. Cabbage sprouts are 
also a favorite when they aro obtain- 
able. 


There arc also a few salad plants to 


be had for the picking 
Liko all food 


mateiials eaten without cooking, they 
must be very carefully washed before 
using. "Water cress is perhaps the one 
most 
generally 
known. It 
should 


never be eaten if It hns been grown 
where there is any chance of contami- 
nation fromjtyphoid lexer or other dis- 
ease. This Is true of any \egeUble 
that is uncooked, but must be remem- 
bered especially in connection with 
plants growing near water, since the 
latter may have i-arned the disease 
eei ms a long way from the place \\ hei e 
the illness was. Peppergrass or per- 
percress Is another wild plant useful

INTERPRETATION. 


Oneonta Motor Club Protests Prosecu- 


tion of Farmers. 


It having been brought to the at- 


tention of the officers of the Oneonta 
Automobile club that the new law tax- 
ing motor trucks used for the trans- 
portation of goods, wares, etc., is be- 
ing made the means of arresting farm- 
ers who use their pleasure cars to oc- 
casionally transport farm produce in 
or to carry purchases back to the farm, 
the following message was forwarded 
to Albany yesterday where a confer- 
ence was being held upon the subject: 
The Oneonta Automobile club favors 
an amendment to the law uermitting 
farmers to transport the:, own pro- 
ducts or articles intended for personal 
use upon the farm in pleasure cars." 


It is gratifying to 'earn that the One- 


onta police officials have not in any 
instance so interpreted the law and 
that no attempt has been made to stop 
this use of cars for which pleasure li- 
censes have been taken out. The use 
of pleasure vehicles or dealers plates 
for the delivery of goods by merchants 
is not in accordance with the spirit of 
the law and this an effort is being 
made to stop. Nothing would be more 
unjust, however, than to require the 
farmer who has a pleasure car to take 
out a commercial license in order to 
bring in a crate of eggs to the city or 
carry homo a. bag of sugar or feed.
